RECONGIZE AND REMOVE REMAINING WEAKNESSES." 

ULBRICHT'S TONE TOWAROS WEST GERMANS WAS PROUO, STERN AND 
CONDESCEND I NG,, BUT INCLUDED SEVERAL WARNINGS THAT WEST GERMANS' 
MUST "CHAIN MILITARISTS" NOW ALLEGEDLY RUNNING FEDREP. 
ULBRJCHT BOASTED THAT RECENT GOR ACTION MAY HAVE SAVED PEACE 
OF WORLD ANO THAT "WEST GERMANS MUST UNDERSTAND THAT WE MAY 
HAVE SAVED THEIR LIVES." HE SAID THAT PRESENT WEST GERMAN 
REPORTING ON FLOW OF REFUGEES AND THEIR PLIGHT WAS REMINISCENT 
OF NAZI TACTICS BEFORE INVASIONS OF POLAND AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
WHEN NAZI PROPAGANDA ON "REFUGEES" SERVED AS PRETEXT "SALVATlCN" 
POLAND AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA 3Y INVASION. HE CLAIMED SYMBOL OF 
BRANDENBURG GATE, WORN BY MANY WEST GERMANS, WAS NOW AN EAST 
GERMAN SYMBOL OF HOW "WE HAVE BEATEN PLTRAS" AT GATES OF BERLIN. 
HE SAID THAT !N LIGHT NEW CONDITIONS NOW EXISTING "WE ARE READY

HE SAID THAT "OUR BROTHERS AND SISTERS IN WEST GERMANY, IF THEY

ULBRICHT ADOEO THAT GDR, LIKE WEST GERMANS, REGRETTED THAT 
RECENT EVENTS MAY HAVE SPLIT GERMAN 1 FAMi'Ll'E9«AND' SAID THAT ONLY 
WAY IN WHICH THESE FAMILIES COULD BE REUNITED WAS FOR EAST 
GERMANS TO, INVITE WEST GERMANS TO MOVE TO CDR, AND ANNOUNCED 
ThAT "GDR GOVERNMENT WILL GENEROUSLY OFFER ASSISTANCE" FOR THIS 
PURPOSE. 
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
